Ow Saturday we raprodaced a report of the 
paper read by His Ereotlency Sir Groroe 
Bower at the QOolonial Institute on “The 
Paderation of the British Empire." Tho 
question just now, though onn of great in- 
teragt to mang leading politicians, is to some 
extent in England overshadowed by that 
burning question of the bour, Homé Rule for 
Ireland, The time is doubtless not yot 
tipa for Federation, bat the tendency is 
~ decidedly in that direction, and must 
either get so more strongly, or it will 
turn ic tho dircbtion.of separation, ATL 
those who desire to ree the numerous 
scattered portiona of the British empire oo- 
here, should nse their influence to promote 
Faderition, In most of the larger colonies 
branches of the Imperial Federation League 
have been founded, some of which aro ina 
flonrishing atate, and working hard to secure 
the dissemination of their views. At Sings. 
poraaven a branch has been formed. which al- 
ready counts over 150 members on its mua- 
ter roll, a majority of whom are British bora 
Chinese. A meeting of the members of the 
League was held in the Singapore Town Hall 
on tho 16th inatant ander the presidency of 
Fis Excellency the Governor, Sir Faepexicr 
Wenn, who in his addresa affirmed that the 
cause of the Imporia! Federation League 
had his warmest sympathies. He also said 
“the preservation of the wnity of the Einpire 
is a principal and ossential part of the duty 
of every Governor, who is. sworn to bear true 
_ allegiance tothe Queonand uphold the interests 
of histountry.” His Excsllency was pleased 
to sea # many Chinese and Arab. gentleman 
of inftuence present, ‘taking an interest in 
the proceedings, Tho European. residents, 
however, asein to, have been chiefly con- 
apicuons by their absanbe, probably from the 
apathy that soems to govern the cotirse of 
affairs in the Straits Settlements. It-is not, 
of course, in such dependencies as Hongkong 
snd Singapore thot we expect to sea the 
plant of Federation flonrishing, for- the in- 
tereats of Europenn  residente in these 
colonies are not rooted in the soil, and they 
never hope or expect to achieve independence 
oreven to take an active\sbare in tho.con~ 
trol of the affairs of the Empire. Never- 
theless, though these coloniea might not, 
under a scheme of federation, gain much 
. direct influence, it would assuredly be better 
for them to form part of ‘a weil knit though

After u 
short stay in the British colony the ships will 
leave for a northern cruise, calling most, likely 
at Chefoo first, and proceeding thence to various 
treuty ports in China. and Japon. About the 
end of the year the. Bismarck, Olga, ond Carole 
will leave for the South, making their way, vid 
BSingapora, to Afvios. ‘Tha Nautilus and Wolf 
will romain on this station.” - * a 


A very extensive fraud was perpetrated over.a 
week ago upon 4 Chinese firm in Jerveis-street 
known as the Fulk Tai Ning Choong. . This firm 
docs oxtensive business with Formoga,, and: it 
yeovived advices from T'amsui that o bill of ox- 
change for $10,000 would arrive in i fow duys. 
The bill did not arrive at the time specified, nor 
for some days afterwards, and then they became 
uneasy, and telographed to Tamsui to inquire tho 
oansé of the delay; Very soon aftor they recair- 
edareply to tho effect that the bill had been | 
sont at ‘he a d time, and that it ought to 
have reached thefirm s cousiderable time prior to 
the date of telegraphing.. Notwithstanding this 
advice the firm took mo further stepa at 
the timo, and in fact seem to have acted 
with remarkable dilatoriness throughout, other- 
wine they might have prevented the frand. 
The day after the receipt of the telegram from 
Tamsui the-second of exchangearrived, and tho 
sent to the Chartered Mercantile Bank, on whic’ 
it was drawn, for tho money. Thoy thou. found 
that the first of exchange had already been pre- 
sented on the [fth; and payment was made on 
the 17th. Tho first of exchange was produced, 
and it was funad-to bear a chop, but instead of 
being that of the Fak Tai Ning Cheong it was 
the Fuk Tai Mat Cheong, The bill was payable 
at three days’ sight, so that the perpetrator of 
the frand displayed at all avents no undue 
haste, and had the Fuk Tai Ning Cheong only 
been, fair’ iy -aleré, the loss might have heen 
avoided.
